Vote $450,000 STATE POLICE 
For Two Fields 


The House and Senate Mon­ 
day approved an appropriation 
of $450,000 for the purchase 
of land for the Gettysburg and 
Manassas battlefields, provid­ 
ed local authorities adopt ade­ 
quate zoning requirements to 
protect the historic areas from 
encroachments. 
The appropriation was con­ 
tained in the revised budget 
for the Interior Department, 
which administers the National 
Park Service. 
When the budget was first 
adopted in the House, a park 
service request of $1.2.50.000 
for land purchase at the two 
battlefields was rejected. The 
Senate later added $650,000 for 
the purpose. 
Over the weekend House and 
Senate conferees decided upon 
the compromise figure. 
The budget adopted specifi­ 
cally prohibits the federal gov­ 
ernment from purchasing the 
Adams County poor farm.
